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The  tabic  ol'  general  staUsLics  siiovvs  that  the  schools 
of  the  district  were  in  session  one  day  less  than  the 
required  180.  The  number  of  pupils  registered  was 
21  less  than  the  number  for  the  previous  year,  and  the 
average  membership  correspondingly  lower.  The  per- 
cent of  attendance  was  somewhat  lower  but  still  good. 
The  considerable  amount  of  increase  in  tardiness  is 
undesirable.  We  hope  it  will  be  lowered  this  year. 
The  total  number  of  pupils  residing  in  the  district  and 
attending  public  schools  was  263. 

During  the  year  considerable  difficulty  was  experi- 
enced in  securing  fuel  oil  for  the  Hopkinton  Village 
school.  This  was  due  to  the  restrictions  placed  by  the 
OPA  on  the  use  of  oil.  Wood  burning  stoves  were 
finally  installed  in  each  of  the  rooms  and  oil  was  used 
only  to  heat  the  building  at  night  to  prevent  freezing. 
The  same  plan  is  being  followed  for  1943-44. 

At  the  close  of  school  in  June  1943  seven  of  our 
twelve  regular  teachers  left  to  accept  new  positions. 
It  was  late  in  the  summer  before  we  finally  succeeded 
in  filling  the  last  vacancy  in  the  teaching  positions  of 
the  district.  Next  year  the  prospects  of  securing  teach- 
ers are  even  more  gloomy.  Every  effort  should  be  made 
to  retain  all  teachers  doing  satisfactory  work.  The 
cities  and  larger  villages  by  means  of  higher  salaries 
and  offers  of  professional  advancement  maintain  a  con- 
stant force  to  draw  teachers  away  from  the  smaller 
towns.  In  many  cases  it  is  impossible  to  neutralize  this 
force  even  by  higher  salaries. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  courses  in  Repair 
and  Maintenance  of  Farm  Machinery  conducted  by 
Mr.  Babson  in  the  Agricultural  Shop  at  the  high  school. 
Two  courses  of  nine  weeks  each  were  given  and  at- 
tended by  10-15  farmers  located  in  the  district.  Much 
was    accomplished    in    the    repair   of    tractors,    trucks. 
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ploughs  and  other  machinery.     The  same  courses  will 
be  given  in  1943-44. 

We  cannot  close  our  report  without  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  the  late  Lloyd  S.  Emerson  who  was  for  sev- 
eral years  Chairman  of  the  Board.  Under  his  leader- 
ship the  physical  equipment  of  the  district  was  greatly 
improved.  The  interior  of  the  Hopkinton  Village 
building  was  completely  remodeled  and  equipped  along 
modern  lines  and  a  new  heating  system  installed.  Im- 
portant changes  and  improvements  were  made  at  the 
Contoocook  elementary  school.  The  rooms  of  the  high 
school  building  were  renovated  and  much  needed  equip- 
ment added.  A  new  farm  shop  of  outstanding  excel- 
lence was  built  near  the  high  school  on  land  owned 
by  the  district  and  fully  equipped.  The  schools  of  the 
district  were  consolidated  into  two  centers  for  more 
efficient  transportation  and  better  instruction  and  train- 
ing of  pupils  at  less  expense.  The  morale  of  the  teach- 
ing force  was  raised.  These  are  only  a  few  of  the  more 
important  improvements  which  were  accomplished 
under  his  leadership.  The  district  owes  a  debt  of  grati- 
tude to  Mr.  Emerson  for  his  zeal  and  untiring  efforts 
in  behalf  of  the  pupils  and. the  schools.  For  me  it  has 
been  a  great  pleasure  to  work  with  him  and  the  other 
members  of  the  Board.

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HEADMASTER'S  REPORT 

1942-1943 


Hopkinton  High  School  began  September  9,  1942 
with  an  enrollment  ol'  98  pupils  distributed  as  follows: 
27  in  grade  7;  13  in  grade  8;  12  in  grade  9;  13  in  grade 
10;  16  in  grade  11;  and  17  in  grade  12.  During  the 
year  eight  members  left  school.  Two  of  these  entered 
the  United  States  Army.  Three  dropped  out  to  go  to 
work.  Two  left  because  of  previous  failures  which 
could  not  be  made  up  during  the  course  of  the  year, 
and  one  left  because  of  a  long  illness.  Two  new  pupils 
were  enrolled  during  the  year. 

Attendance 

The  High  School  attendance  has  been  quite  regular. 
Less  than  10%  of  the  pupils  account  for  90%  of  the 
absences.  This  is  usually  the  case  and  the  pupils  are 
not  entirely  to  blame.  It  is  a  responsibility  of  the 
parents  to  see  that  their  children  attend  regularly.  The 
only  justifiable  reason  for  absence  is  sickness,  although 
this  year,  due  to  the  labor  shortage  necessary  work  about 
the  home  has  been  accepted  as  a  legitimate  excuse. 
Absenteeism  in  industry  holds  up  production  of  vital 
material;  irregular  attendance  also  hinders  educational 
progress. 

Pupil  Progress 

The  pupil's  rate  of  progress  through  school  is  directly 
proportional  to  his  effort  and  intelligence.  The  per- 
centage of  pupils  failing  to  produce  a  grade  of  work 
equal  to  their  mental  ability  is  relatively  high.  If  a 
child  is  above  normal  mentally,  then  the  product  of  his 
mental  activity  should  be  above  average.  To  "get  by" 
seems  to  be  the  prime  incentive  for  many  pupils.     A 
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pupil  whose  school  work  is  on  a  level  beneath  his  in- 
telligence is  "failing"  even  if  his  numerical  average  is 
the  much  sought  for  70%.  A  child  is  succeeding  when 
he  is  doing  his  best.  Reward  for  anything  less  than  his 
best  is  harmful  and  should  be  discouraged  both  in 
school  and  at  home.  The  parent  should  be  more  con- 
cerned to  find  out  if  his  child  is  doing  the  best  he  can 
rather  than  having  the  child  "pass."  Education  is  a 
cooperative  process  involving  at  least  three  parties, 
the  child,  the  home,  and  the  school. 

Teaching  Duties 
From  September  to  December  28th  the  following 
subjects  were  taught  by  the  headmaster:  Algebra,  Mod- 
ern European  History,  Plane  Geometry,  Civics,  General 
Mathematics,  Elementary  Science  7,  and  Elementary 
Science  8.  Due  to  changes  made  in  the  teaching  staff 
after  the  first  of  the  year,  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
mathematics  were  taught  instead  of  Modern  History 
and  eighth  grade  science.  The  subjects  were  taught 
conscientiously  and  the  State  requirements  were  met 
in  all  cases  and  surpassed  in  some.  The  content  of 
the  above  courses  can  be  found  in  the  State  Programs 
of  Study  recommended  for  the  public  schools. 

War  Activities 
The  pupils  served  as  a  committee  to  determine  the 
number  of  former  pupils  in  the  armed  forces.  The 
girls  in  the  Home  Economics  classes  made  a  Service 
Flag  which  was  presented  to  the  school  on  Armistice 
Day.  A  Victory  Corps  was  organized  and  functioned 
quite  smoothly  until  we  lost  our  president.  Some 
worth  while  activities  were  carried  on,  however.  Stamps 
were  sold  in  the  school  every  Thursday  during  the  fall 
and  winter.  Books  were  collected  for  the  army  camps. 
A  box  of  dresses  was  prepared  by  the  girls  for  the  Red 
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Cross.  Waste  kitchen  fat  was  collected.  The  pupils 
were  encouraged  to  write  letters  to  the  local  men  in 
the  service.  A  group  ol  boys,  under  the  leadership  of 
Mr.  Babson,  organized  a  Model  Plane  Club.  A  list 
of  volunteers  was  prepared  and  sent  to  the  committee 
in  charge  of  the  Observation  Post.  A  special  course 
on  the  "Victory  Garden"  was  offered  to  the  pupils  not 
enrolled  in  Agricultural  courses.  In  answer  to  calls 
from  the  farmers  boys  were  released  to  help  with  farm 
work.  A  total  of  87  pupil  days  work  was  done  on  farms 
in  the  community. 

Extra-Curricula  Activities 

The  only  requirement  that  class  activities  had  to  meet 
this  year  was:  Can  you  learn  something  by  this  activity 
as  well  as  earn  something?  The  pupils  need  more 
planned  socials,  and  the  planning  needs  to  be  done  by 
the  pupils  themselves.  Due  to  the  lack  of  pupil  initia- 
tive, and  the  lack  of  interest  or  time  by  the  advisors, 
this  important  activity  was  neglected.  The  usual  school 
plays  were  given.  Five  special  assemblies  were  pre- 
sented with  outside  speakers.  There  was  organized 
basketball  for  both  boys  and  girls  and  all  were  urged 
to  participate.  The  C.N.H.L.  did  not  function.  Regu- 
lar practices  were  held  three  times  a  week  from  Novem- 
ber 29,  until  February  22.  A  Public-Speaking  Con- 
test was  held  in  March.  Speaking  was  voluntary  and 
only  a  few  participated.  A  baseball  team  was  organized 
in  the  spring.  Practices  were  held  regularly  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  Babson.  The  Pleasure  Driving  ban 
combined  with  unusual  May  weather  prevented  trips 
away  from  home. 

The  most  worthwhile  activity  carried  on  by  the 
school  is  the  school  orchestra.  This  group  of  young 
people  deserve  credit  for  their  long  hours  of  faithful 
practice.     The  only  force  that  keeps  these  people  at 
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their  job  is  their  desire  to  improve,  and  the  encourage- 
ment they  receive  from  Miss  Drago.  Graduation  this 
year  leaves  a  big  hole  in  the  orchestra.  With  encourage- 
ment at  home  some  pupils  might  learn  to  play  an  in- 
strument which  would  provide  enjoyment  for  them 
all  through  life.  Some  method  should  be  devised 
whereby  more  time  could  be  given  to  this  work  in 
school  and  extra  credits  given  to  the  pupils  for  partici- 
pation. 

Conclusion 
The  school  has  been  kept  warm,  clean  and  comfort- 
able. Supplies  are  adequate  for  the  subjects  taught. 
The  equipment  in  the  Chemistry  Laboratory  is  inade- 
quate. Two  more  chemical  benches  are  needed  for 
experimental  work.  Sufficient  freedom  has  been  per- 
mitted for  individual  expression  and  an  atmosphere 
conducive  to  study  has  been  maintained.  Every  pupil 
was  given  an  opportunity  to  learn.  It  is  regrettable 
that  more  parents  do  not  visit  the  school  and  the  teach- 
ers and  get  their  information   by   direct  observation.

AGRICULTURE  AND  MANUAL  TRAINING 

Aeronautics 

In  keeping  up  with  present  day  trends  a  twelve  weeks 
course  in  aeronautics  was  incorporated  into  the  Physics 
Course  for  the  boys.  It  started  in  with  the  Parts  of  a 
Plane,  How  it  Flies,  Motions,  Banking,  Skidding,  Slip- 
ping, Basic  Instruments  used  in  Flying,  and  continued 
through  to  Aeronautical  Charts,  Dead  Reckoning,  and 
Plotting  the  Course  of  an  Airplane. 

This  proved  to  be  a  very  interesting  and  successful 
way  of  covering  the  Principles  and  Laws  required  of  a 
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course  in  Physics.  It  developed  into  an  Aeronautics 
Club  which  met  once  a  week  and  continued  for  the 
rest  of  the  year.  The  boys  worked  on  both  group  and 
individual  projects  such  as  Airfoils  and  Streamlines, 
Wind  Tunnels,  construction  of  Model  Planes,  etc. 

Manual  Training 

The  regular  program  was  carried  out  except  for  three 
months  during  the  winter  when  the  eighth  grade  con- 
structed solid,  scale  model,  airplanes  for  the  Army. 
These  boys  are  of  the  air  age  and  certainly  enjoyed  mak- 
ing these  model  planes.  The  models  had  to  be  ex- 
tremely accurate,  built  to  one-quarter  inch  scale  from 
plans  furnished  by  the  Army.  The  completed  models 
to  be  sent  in  to  the  Army  to  be  used  in  training  army 
personnel  in  Identification.  I  considered  this  my  most 
successful  project  of  the  year.  Some  of  the  planes  were 
on  display  in  the  window  of  the  Public  Service  Com- 
pany and  thirty  were  sent  in  to  the  army. 

Agriculture 

Our  new  Farm  Shop  has  proven  to  be  an  excellent 
addition  to  the  community.  A  great  many  tools,  pieces 
of  farm  machinery  and  equipment  were  repaired  and 
constructed  during  the  past  winter. 

It  was  in  use  at  least  three  nights  a  week  all  winter. 
A  great  many  of  our  Farmers  took  advantage  of  the 
O.S.Y.A.  Course  in  the  Repair,  Maintenance  and  con- 
struction of  Farm  Machinery  and  Equipment  and 
brought  in  their  own  machinery  and  repaired  it.  More 
farmers  should  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 
The  Boys  in  Agriculture  also  helped  repair  much  of 
this  machinery  during  the  day.

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ENGLISH  AND  SOCIAL  STUDIES 

During  these  past  months  of  teaching  in  the  junior 
and  senior  high  schools,  I  have  tried  to  apply  both  the 
objectives  of  general  education  and  those  of  each  specific 
subject  as  I  prepared  my  daily  work. 

Teaching  is  not  merely  imparting  knowledge  to  the 
pupil  for  the  present,  but  also  inculcating  high  ideals 
for  the  future. 

English  8 

Learning  to  speak  and  to  write  are  always  aims  of  an 
English  course.  In  our  study  of  grammar  we  have 
corrected  by  short,  intensive  drills,  the  most  common 
errors  of  everyday  speech  and  writing.  I  have  adapted 
this  study  to  the  particular  needs  of  the  pupils  them- 
selves. 

In  the  study  of  eighth-grade  literature,  the  class 
showed  dire  need  of  a  better  appreciation  of  what  they 
read.  They  did  not  know  what  to  look  for.  Time  and 
time  again  they  merely  extracted  the  skeleton  of  the 
story  and  called  it  "impossible,"  "crazy,"  "nice,"  "in- 
teresting." With  such  a  poor  background  how  can  we 
expect  our  students  to  go  on  in  life  and  "practice 
worthwhile  reading." 

My  goal  has  been  to  condition  the  pupils  in  under- 
standing and  appreciation  of  literature  by  means  of 
a  study  of  prose  and  poetry — a  study  which  fitted  into 
their  lives. 

I  have  tried  to  arouse  their  critical  mind.  After 
having  given  them  the  basic  standards  and  general  prin- 
ciples of  analysis — universal  appeal,  escape  from  reality, 
effective  style,  etc. — I  have  encouraged  the  pupil  to 
express  his  independent,  though  immature  judgment 
which  I  have  always  respected  and  guided  to  proper 
channels. 
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I  cannot  say  I  have  successful  results.  I  will  not  be 
able  to  say  lor  ten  or  filteen  more  years,  not  until  the 
time  I  might  hear  other  opinions  than  "nice"  or  "in- 
teresting" as  comments  on  their  reading. 

Social  Studies 

In  Social  Science  8,  History  of  Civilization,  and  Eco- 
nomics, I  have  aspired  to  (1)  instill  desirable  attitudes 
of  cooperation,  tolerance,  and  sympathy;  (2)  obtain  a 
knowledge  of  significant  facts,  those  which  would  de- 
velop the  pupil's  judgment  to  interpret  history  past 
and  present — that  is,  information  which  would  explain 
historical  movements  and  outstanding  periods,  all  basic 
understandings  for  the  present  and  the  future;  (3) 
arouse  an  interest  in  present  problems  by  emphasizing 
an  intelligent  interpretation  of  current  events.  I  have 
found  that  90%  of  the  pupils  do  not  read  the  news- 
papers, not  because  they  are  uninterested  but  because 
they  do  not  have  an  understanding  background  to  read 
intelligently  on  the  problems  discussed. 

In  Economics  our  aim  has  been  to  develop  a  clear 
insight  into  our  social  and  economic  environment,  to 
gain  a  knowledge  of  sound  economic  theories  for  every- 
day life,  to  develop  a  thorough  understanding  of  cur- 
rent practices  in  the  solution  of  present  day  problems 
of  taxation,  inflation,  and  post-war  planning. 

Through  our  weekly  socialized  recitations  on  cur- 
rent events,  discussions  during^  which  each  member  of 
the  class  became  a  leader,  we  have  realized  our  respon- 
sibility as  good  American  citizens  to  cooperate  with  our 
government  in  its  difficult  task. 

In  History  of  Civilization,  we  have  seen  how  definite 
historical  movements  can  be  recognized.  We  applied 
these  understandings  to  our  own  day  through  our 
study  of  World  War  II,  based  on  the  text  "War  with  the 
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Axis."      We   also   saw    the   need   of   Pan- Americanism 
through  our  study  of  Latin  America. 

In  Social  Science  8,  we  have  studied  the  beginnings, 
the  development  and  changes  of  our  government,  all 
interpretative  of  American  history.  We  made  a  par- 
ticular study  of  the  constitutions  of  the  United  States 
and  of  New  Hampshire,  an  exploration  which  has  been 
fruitful  as  it  has  let  the  students  realize  the  part  they 
have  to  play  in  our  government.

HOME  ECONOMICS 

The  two  high  school  courses  in  Home  Economics 
during  this  past  year  were  for  the  Freshman  and  Sopho- 
mores, "Clothing  and  Textiles,"  and  for  the  Juniors  and 
Seniors,  "The  Home,  Its  Care  and  Management." 

The  units  in  "Clothing  and  Textiles"  were:  (1)  Per- 
sonal Grooming;  (2)  Clothing  Selection;  (3)  Shopping 
for  Clothes;  (4)  Clothing  Fabrics;  (5)  Clothing  Con- 
struction; (6)  Clothing  Renovation;  (7)  Care  of  Cloth- 
ing; (8)  Vocations  and  Leisure  Time  activities  related 
to  Clothing  and  Textiles.  The  sewing  articles  made  by 
members  of  this  class  included  pajamas,  wool  skirts  and 
dresses,  cotton  and  rayon  blouses,  cotton  and  rayon 
dresses,  children's  clothing,  and  various  kinds  of  house- 
hold articles.  This  class  also  made  boys'  pajamas,  and 
ladies'  blouses  for  the  Red  Cross.  Special  emphasis 
has  been  placed  on  the  care  and  repair  of  clothing. 

In  the  course,  "The  Home,  Its  Care  and  Manage- 
ment," the  units  studied  were:  (1)  Selection  of  a 
Home;  (2)  Furnishing  the  Home;  (3)  Care  of  the 
Home;  (4)  Management  of  the  Home;  (5)  Home 
Finances;    (6)  Home  Mechanics  for  Girls;    (7)   Home 
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Crounds;  (8)  Vocations;  (9)  Leisure  Time  Activities. 
This  year  special  enipiiasis  \vas  placed  on  keeping  what 
we  have  in  good  repair.  The  girls  learned  how  to 
sharpen  knives,  repair  curtain  shades,  proper  care  of 
electrical  equipment,  and  the  retieing  of  springs  in  a 
chair.  Some  of  the  projects  carried  on  by  the  class 
were  the  re-gluing  and  refinishing  of  furniture  and 
the  making  of  hooked  rugs  and  chair  seats. 

As  in  previous  years  each  girl  completed  a  minimum 
of  120  hours  of  home  project  work.  To  those  who 
have  seen  the  benefits  resulting  from  home  project 
work,  there  is  no  doubt  as  to  their  importance  in  the 
Home  Economics  program.  Refinishing  of  furniture, 
redecorating  of  rooms,  making  a  suit,  care  of  clothing, 
personal  grooming,  making  a  dress  are  but  a  few  of 
the  home  projects  that  are  carried  on. 

The  courses  for  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are 
simpler  courses  in  Homemaking  than  those  of  the 
high  school.  Each  class  meets  twice  a  week  for  eighty 
minutes  at  a  time.  It  is  impossible  to  study  the  subject 
inatter  in  detail  or  do  as  much  practical  work  as  we 
might  desire.  Some  of  the  articles  made  by  the  girls 
were  aprons,  blouses,  Christmas  gifts,  and  simple 
dresses.    The  foods  work  is  based  on  meal  preparation. 

We  feel  confident  that  as  a  result  of  Home  Economics 
training,  the  girls  will  be  worthy  home  members.

GENERAL  ENGLISH 

This  year  with  the  help  of  our  text,  "English,  Your 
Obedient  Servant,"  we  have  been  able  to  stress  in  this 
class  the  things  which  will  be  of  practical  use  to  the 
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people  who  are  finishing  school  and  to  those  who  are 
continuing  school. 

A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  by  the  class  in  attempt- 
ing to  express  their  ideas  both  orally  and  written. 
During  the  year  we  have  been  able  to  cover  more  works 
of  worthwhile  authors.  A  number  of  interesting  and 
useful  projects  were  carried  on  by  the  class. 

English  7 

During  the  past  year  our  seventh  grade  English  class 
has  centered  its  activities  around  Reading.  Most  of 
the  class  have  learned  to  read  and  to  enjoy  all  types  of 
works,  poetry  as  well  as  prose.  As  a  result  we  have 
become  familiar  with  many  poets  and  authors  and  have 
enjoyed  their  many  and  varied  experiences. 

The  usual  amount  of  drill  work  was  done  in  Spell-' 
ing,  Grammar,  Reading,  and  Writing  in  order  to  help 
the  pupils  to  gain  a  better  command  of  oral  and  written 
English. 

Social  Science  7 

This  past  year  has  been  an  excellent  year  for  the 
study  of  Social  Science.  The  pupils  were  clearly  able 
to  realize  that  "History  repeats  itself."  They  were 
able  to  find  in  their  History  book  just  what  has  been 
going  on  in  the  Industrial  World  for  the  last  twenty 
or  twenty-five  years  and  to  realize  that  all  of  these  ac- 
tivities of  powerful  countries  have  culminated  in  the 
present  day  conflict. 

The  work  was  divided  into  two  definite  parts.  The 
first  part  dealt  with  the  United  States  and  its  problems 
and  resources.  The  second  part  dealt  with  conditions 
of  the  European  countries  to  the  year  1935.

LANGUAGES
